tozs, oꝛ maintainoꝛs ot any Fellon oz Fellons,ozother notozious leude and miſbehaued Perſons : the con- 
trary courſe whereof, wee haue found to haue bzed to much courageandheart, in ſuchas will not con- 
foꝛme themlelues to liue in obediente to our Lawes,as they tender our diſpleaſure,and vponpaineof being 
put out of the Commiſſion of the Peace. 


Item, that the Wiues and Childzen of all ſuch Perſons as haue heeretofoze either beene baniſhed, oz 
haue become voluntary Fugitines into our Mente of Ireland, bee ſent to their —— none of them 
— vpon paine of impꝛilonment, and ſuch other puniſhment, as wee ſhall thinke fitteto inflict vps⸗ 


Item, that all Fugitiues and Outlawes take notite and warning, by this our Pꝛotlamation, they 
are to render themlelues to ſome JulticesofPeace of the ſaide middle Dhires the twenty day 
of January next comming, at their perill. And foz default thereof, that all reteitoꝛs, and maintainers of 
any of them after that time incurred be committed to ſome of our Pxlons there reſpectinely, there to re⸗ 
maine and abide, without Baile oꝛ Mainpꝛiſe, vntill they pꝛodute the Pztncipals, oꝛ that the ſaid Pzinct- 
pals bee other wile appꝛehended. 


Item, foz the pꝛeuention of ſtealths of Cattell hereafter in thole parts and plates, That no Beete oz ſheepe 
be bꝛought to be lold in any Faire oz Market, by any Butcher oꝛ other perſon without the Hide, noꝛ without 
the Suinne hanging on the Carkeiſe,vpon pame of Impꝛilonment, and fozfeiture of the lame ſo bzought.to 
be beſtowed on the pooze ofthe plate where luch offence ſhalbe tommitted. 


Item, that no perſon buy any Hozſe, Sheepe, oꝛ Cattell in an but in open Faire oꝛ Market, andthere 
to enter the ſame ſirſt in the Toll booke kept foz ſuch Faire oꝛ Market, vpon paine to foꝛfeit the Goods ſo 
bought, and to be impꝛiloned without Bayie oz vntill he pꝛodute befoꝛe ſome of Our Juſtices 
r the ſaid places reſpeetiuely, the partie that ſo ſolde the Goods 

Item, foz the moꝛe ſpeedy ſuppꝛeſſing, and freeing the ſaid Countreis and plates ot notoziousand Wicked 
offenders that will not be refozmed, but by ſeuerity ——— ot Wee haue taken oꝛder toꝛ themaking 
out a Commiſſion to ſpectall — — and finde out, and enfoꝛme Us of the moſt no⸗ 
toꝛious and lewd perſons, and ot their faults, within the laid Counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, and 
Weſtmerland, Riddeſdale, and Bewcaſtle within the ſame: And We hereby ligmfie our pleaſure to be vpon | 
ficateofthe ſaid Commiſſioners, toſend the moſt notoꝛious ili liuers. and miſbehaued perſons of them that 
ſhall ſo be — into Virginia, oz to ſome other remote parts to ſerue in the Warres, oꝛm Colomes, that 
they may no moꝛe infect the places where they abide within this our Realme. | 


Item, wheras it was hertofoze giuen in Eharge amongſt other inſtructions,to Commiſſioners oftheſayd 
middle Shires, That they ſhould take care to fozbid all perſons withinthe boundsof their Commiſſion, 
the vſe of Piſtols, Peeces and Armozs, except ſuch as ſhould ride oꝛ goe in our Derutice : And to all Ynhabt- 
tants within Tyndall, Riddeſdale, in Northumberland, Bewcaſtle, the Nozth part of Gilſland Eſk, and Leuyn 
in Cumberland, Eaſt and weſt Tyuidall, Lyddeſdale, Euſdall, and Annerdale in Scotland, ofallmaner ofuscapons, 
and Armozs; And of all hozſes, ſauing meane Nagges ot foꝛtie ſhillings ſterling pꝛite, oꝛ thertabouts ex- 
tepting Noblemen and Gentlemen of qualitie and good tariage, and their houſhold Seruants, being of no 
bzoken claymes; And that ſuch as ſhall retaine Armes and Hozles as afozeſapd foꝛbidden, oneMonethaf- 
ter publike notice hereby to them giuen, to bee impꝛiſoned foz the ſpace of one Moneth Bayle o? 
Matnepzze; And that if they ſhall after their enlargement retaine ſtill in their | 
Armesandhozles fo: the ſpace of one Moneth moꝛe, the perſonſo — to foꝛteit to Us tij 
and Hozles, and to bee committed to pꝛiſon, till hee enter Recognizance to Us in the ſumme of an hundzed 
poundat the leaſt, befozetwo Juſtices of peace there reſpettiuely, to put away ſuch Armes and Hozlesas 
afozeſayd.Pur will and pleaſure now is, and we doe hereby ſtraitiy charge and tommaund the ſayd In⸗ 
ſtruttions and Direc tions herein retited, to be duely obſerued, followed, and executed. 
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Item, that the chiefe Loꝛds of Lands and Liberties in the Counties of Cumberland and Northumberland, 
ſhall tanke good Bonds in good ſummes oftheir landholders and vndertenants that haue, oꝛ ſhall haue auy 
eſtate in any houſes, lands oz tenements by adnuMſion, demiſe, oz othigviſe from their ſayd Toꝛds, to bean- 
ſwerable vpon any warrant to be ſent from any YuſticeofÞeace accozdingto the tenoꝛ of the lame warrãt: 

Yn reſpect whereof, We further willandcommand, that the ſayd — enter Recognizancetobs in 

the like ſummes befoze two Juſtites ol the peate ofthe ſame Counties with condition that if 
ſuch Tenant oz Landholders flee oz withdzaw himleife befoze his appꝛehenſion, os betome outlawed, the 
partie grieued, pꝛoſetuting and enditing the partie ſo fled,o2 withdzawinghimſelfe ,02 outlawed foz any fel- 
lony oꝛ ſtealth by him committed, at the next quarter Seſſions;and he not there appearing to be tried there- 
upon, the ſayd Lozds ſhall out of the lands, leaſes, and goods of the fugitiue foozthwith ſatiſfie the partie 
greeued koꝛ his goods ſtollen, actoꝛding to the value thereot, as they ſhall be pꝛayſed indifferently, oꝛ elle ſhal 
— owne goods ſatiſfaction tothe party ſo greeued, vpon paine offozfeitureof their ſaydRecognt- 


Laſtly, whereas heeretofoꝛe there haue beene Commiſſions by vs awarded to Commiſſioners of England 
And Scotland, foz the remanding of offenders to the ſenerall plates where the offences were committed, 
WR — foz atune diſcontinued, ſince which time offences in thoſe parts haue moze and moze a- 
bounded, whereby there is a neteſſity of reuiuing the ſame till the ſayd Countries bee b:ought to better 0- 
der and moꝛe quiet:uge therefoze will and command, that ſuch as commit fellonies,oz otherheynousoffen- 
tes puniſhable by the Law in the kingdome of Scotland, and flee into England, ſhall be appꝛehended and re- 
mandedto the place where the fact was tommitted there to reteiue their due yuniſhment . and ſo retipꝛotally. 
that the like be in Scotland foz ſuch as tommit the line offences in England, @ flee thither to eſcape puniſh- 
ment Foꝝ which purpole we haue diretted our Commiſſion to ſpetial Commiſſioners ot both Nations pꝛo⸗ 
niſionalip, fozthe better execution and perfoꝛmante of this ſeruite. |
